CONVICTION REVERSED 


Atlanta Firm Was Indict- 
ed in April of 1920 on 
Charges of Selling Sugar 
at Excessive Prices. 


Washington, February 28.—The 
supreme court today held unconsti- 
tutional the sections of the Lever 
act under which the government 
stopped the coal strike of 1919, and 
subsequéntly launched its campaign 
to reduce the cost of living by pros- 
ecuting alleged hoarders of and 
profiteers in foodstuffs and other 
necessities. Under this ruling, the 
conviction of the Oglesby Grocery 
company, of Atlanta, on the charges 
of profiteering in sugar, is re- 
versed. 

The court’s opinion was rendered 
specifically in an appeal by the 
government from a decree in lower 
courts quashing an_ indictment 
in another city against 4n  al- 
leged profiteer in sugar, but it was 
sweeping in its terms, and will have 
the effect of ending all prosecutions 
instituted by tle department of jus- 
tice In its cost-of-living campaign. 

The action of the government in 
obtaining injunctions; to stop the 
strike of bituminous miners in 
November, 1919, was not before the 
court;, but department of justice 
pfficials said that it was under sec- 
tion 4, which was held invalid, that 
the government had proceeded 
against the mi@ers. 

: Sections Indefinite, 

The opinion of the court was 
based largely on the indefiniteness 
of the sections under review. Chief 
Justice White, departing from his 
prepared opinion, remarked that the 
scope of the sectigns apparently 
was “as broad as human imagina- 
tion,” ayd that the degree of crimi- 
nality was left to ever-changing 
standards. 

Associate Justices Brandeis and 
Pitney dissented as to the réason- 
ing by which the court's decision 
Was reached, but concurred in the 
result. 

The chief justice said in his writ- 
ten opinion that the sections under 
discussion did ~- not “constitute a 
fixing by congress of an ascertaina- 
ble standard of guilt,” and were 
not “adequate to inform persons ac- 
cused of violations thereof of the 
nature and cause of the accusation 
against them.” 

The wide latitude of possible in- 
terpretation was clearly evidenced, 
he said, by the varied assortment of 
cases brought before the court to test 
the act. These -cases, numbering ten 
in all, ranged from a specific con- 
viction to denial of injunctions 
Sought by retailers to restrain 
government agents from proceed- 
ing against them.’ In some cases 
the government appealed from ad- 
verse decisions of lower cwurts, 
quashing indictments, and in others 
it defended decisions in its favor. 

Forbids No Specific Act, 

“Observe that the sections forbid 
no specific or definite act,” saiu 
the chief justice. ) 

“To attempt to enforce these sec- 
tions would bé the exact equivalent 
of an effort to carry out u statute 
which, in. terms, merely penalized 
Or punished all acts detrimental] to 
public interests, when injurious or 
unreasonable, in the estimation of 
& court and a jury. 

“We are of the opinion that the 
court below was clearly right in 
ruling that the mere existence of 
a state of war could not suspend or 
change the operation of the guar- 
antees and limitations of the fifth 
and sixth amendments, such as we 
are here passing upon.” 

These sections of the constitution 
declare that in all criminal prose- 
cutions the accused shall have the 
right to be informed of the nature 
and cause of the accusation, and 
that the charge must be specifically 
set forth in the indictment returned 
against him. 

Section 4 of the Lever act made it 
unlawful “to limit facilittes for 
transporting, producing, harvesting, 
manufacturing, storing or dealing 
in any necessities, to restrict distri- 
bution of any necessities; to pre- 
vent, limjt or lessen the production 
of any necessities in order to en- 
hance the price theerof, or to exact 
excessive prices for any. necessi- 
ties.” .

Mayence Bridge Over 
Rhine — Foch Expected. 


IRON GOAD IS READY 


Secrecy Surrounds Allies’ 
Preparations, But Action 
by Both Land and Sea Is 
Anticipated. 


Paris, February -.28.—Great mili- 
tary activity was noted today along 
that portion of the Rhine occupied 
by the French near the Mayence 
bridgéhead. The artillery which 
had bsen parked several miles be- 
hind the line was brought up, as 
also were long lines of ammunition 
trucks, while the airplane camps 
at Bourget and Vallacoublay  be- 
gan to show activity, commencing at 
noon today. It is reported that the 
movement of Senegalese, Algerian 
and Moroccon troops arriving at 
Marseilles during the past few days 
has greatly increased. 

Marshal Foch is expected to re- 
turn to Paris from London tomor- 
row ,with General Weygand and 
proceed immediately to Mayence, 
there to await the decision of the 
London conference. This decision, 
according to semi-official informa- 
tion, is not expected in Paris until 
Friday or Saturday. 

Penalties Ready. 

Should the Germans formally da- 
cline to accept the allied repara- 
tions demands, everything is: said 
to be in readiness to executs the 
penalties which are decided on by 
Premiers Lloyd-George and Briand 
Sunday at Chequers Court, although 
such penalties must bs ratified by 
Belgium and Italy, whose delegates 
will have to be called into consul- 
tation. 

The greatest secrecy is being 
maintained as to the nature of these 
Penalties and concerning the mili- 


tary movements, but the Associated , 


Press learns on good authority that 
a great naval demonstration by the 
British has been decided on at Keil, 
Hamburg and Bremen, while the 
Belgian and French troops wtll op- 
erate on land. 

Await Harding Speech. 


The Ruhr region, it is said, prob- 
ably will not bé occupied, as the 
Franch desire to demonstrate that 
any movement taken by them is 
not directed against the German 
proletaria, but against the reaction- 
aries, nationalists and imperialists.

REQUIRED FOR ACTION 


Food and Fuel Law Is In- 
cluded Among Laws to 
Be Repealed by Amend- 
ment Adopted. 


Washington, February 28.—The 
house resolution providing for gen- 
eral repeal of wartime laws was 
adopted tonight by the senate and 
sent to conference. 

Virtually all laws passed during 
the war would be repealed by the 
resolution, except a few given spe- 
‘ial exemption, including the trad- 
ing with the enemy act. the liberty 
bond act and the act creating the 
war finance corporation. 

Among the laws which the legise 
lation would repeal are the Lever 
food and fue) act, parts of which 
were declared unconstitutional to. 
day by the supreme court. The sen- 
ate judiciary committee has recom- 
mended that the Lever law stand, 
but the senate tonight adopted an 
amendment by Senator Reed, dem- 
ocrat, Missour!, including the food 
and fuel law among those to be re- 
pealed. " 

“The senate also adopted a reso- 
lution by Senator Frank Walsh, 
democrat, Montana, providing that 
prosecutions brought under laws 
which the resolution would repeal

~The resolution passed the senate 
In quick time within:less than a 
half hour, while the naval ‘ApPro- 
Priations bill was laid aside tem- 
porarily.

railroad company, Colonel Bugg de- 
clined to answer. 

No Statement by Unions. 

Notwithstanding that much dissat- 
isfaction was voiced among union 
men individually over the announced 
cut In wages, which has been prac 
tically forecast for several days by 
The Constitution, there were no of- 
ficial statements forthcoming from 
the labor side, of the controversy 
that indicated what move the men 
would make other than the con- 
ference today with Colonel Bugg. 

The railroad employees have many 
times emphatically voiced their op- 
position to a proposed cut in their 
pay just at this time, and many of 
the union members from other lines 
have given the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic employees assurance 
that they would be backed up even 
to the point of a general strike over 
the nation in whatever efforts they 
might make to resist a wage reduc- 
tion. 

No ruling has yet been made as to 
whether the jurisdiction of the court 
is superior te that of the United 
States railroad tabor board, bat with 
the order that has been handed down 
by Judge Sibley Monday, it is pre- 
sumed that the court regards the 
question of wages as having been 
removed from the wage board and 
being now under the jurisdiction of 
the United States district court. 

The action of the court ‘s in ac- 
cordance with a statement made by 
a well-known lawyer in The Con- 
stitution Monday morning to the ef- 
fect that the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral court in the matter of A., -B, 
& A. wages is unquestionably su- 
perior to that of the wage board, 
and is was intimated that Colonel 
B. Ln Bugg will undobtedly receive 
the backing of the federal courts in, 
any order that is issued by him with 
the approval of the presiding judge. 

Must Obey Receiver. 

In the language of the order hand- 
down last Friday by Judge Sibley 
the employees, as well as the of- 
ficers and the agents of the road 
were commanded to obey the orders 
of the receiver and were enjoined 
from preventing or seeking to pre- 
vent his operation of the road. No 
one has yet construed this to mean 
that the men are restrained from 
striking, however. 

The request for a conference upon 
the wage matter came from W. M. 
Martin, general chairman of the Lo- 
comotive Engineers, brothehood. Mr. 
Martin, whose home is in Fitzgerald, 
is also chairman of the joint com- 


mittee of several unions made up of 
A., B. & A. employees, representing 
them at the hear'nz in Chicaywo be- 
fore the United States tabor woard. 

Mr. Martin gave out a statement 
Sunday in which he declared that 
the employees are satisfied with the 
appointment of Colonel Bugg as re- 
ceiver of the railroad, but that the 
men would not give up the fight for 
which they believed to be fair wages. 
No statement, however, has been 
made regarding a possible strike,

Seek ‘Fair Treatment.” 


This statement declares that the 
union men will use every possible 
means of getting what thev con- 
sider fair treatment at the hands 
of the operators of the A, B. & A. 
t ilroad before they 
the strike as «a means of enforcing 
their rights, but they give it out 
emphatically that they afe pre- 
pared to use this weapon if that 
is the only means by which they 
can maintain their present positicn. 

Theaboveissaid to be the stand 
of a joint conference of the em- 
ployees of the A., B. & A railroad, 
held Monday in Fitzgerald. This 
conterence was participated in by 
thirteen of the railroad brother- 
hoods affected by the order of Judge 
Sibley putting into effect the wage 
reduction of 50 per cent of all in- 
creases given them since 1917. 

The order handed down by Judge 
Sibley reducing the wages of the 
skilled employes of the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic, and leav- 
ing the settlement of wages of the 
unskilled laborers to ‘the discretion 
of Colonel B. L. Bugg, receiver for 
the road, did not come as a cOm- 
plete surprise to the employees of 
the railorad or to the public. 

The previous order of the court, 
naming the former railroad presi- 
dent of the company-as the court 
officer to administer its affairs, was 
handed down pen a petition in 
which it wag clearly stated that 
a receiverhip was demanded be- 
cause of the fact that the road 
could not meet its operating ex- 
penses, and that an administration 
of economy was required. 


Reduce Expenses, 


It was believed from this that 
Colonel Bugg, who first announced 
the proposed wage reduction, would 
take steps to reduce the expenses 
of the oompery 4 cutting down 
the wage bill, its heaviest item of 
expense. The indication, however, 
that Coloel Bugz would make a 
wage reduction without permission 
from the federal were board, 
brought forward the interesting 
question of which tribuna] had the 
higher jurisdiction with reference 
to the A., B. & A. wage question. 
As stated above, this question will 
remains unanswered, Judge Sibley 
declinig to comment upon it. be- 
cause of the fact that that it had 
not come before him for a ruling, 
and Colonel Bugg refusing to make 
a statement in view of his conneéc- 
tion with the court, 

_ Judge Sibley’s Order, 


The order of Judge Sibley, which 
empowers Colonel Bugg, as receiv- 
er for the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad, to reduce the pay 
of the employees makes the cut ef- 
feetive today. The order was as 
follows: 

“Ordered on the foregoing petition of 
the receiver, and the answer of the de- 
fendant and the complainant, that B. L. 
sjugg, the receiver, be ih he is hereby 
authoriZed, effective March 1, 1921, and 
until further ordered, to pay: for common 
or unskilled labor such wages as may be 
made necessary ‘by the conditions prevail- 
ing in the various communities in which 
it is necessary_to employ such common or 
unskilled labor; and that as to all other 
employees he is authorized to pay the 
wages and salaries prevailing on Decem- 
ber 31, 1917, plus one-half the increase ef- 
fective since December 31, 1917. 

‘It is further ordered that any em- 
ployee or employees will be permitted to 
be heard at any time hereafter on the 
question of wages and salares paid by the 
receiver or on the terms of this order, on 
proper application to the court and notice 
to all parties concerned. 

“This February 28, 1921. 

(Signed) SAMUEL H. SIBLEY, 

‘United States J e,”* 
B. L. BUGG. 

At the joint mreeting of the broth- 
erhoods held in Fitzgerald the news 
that Colonel Bugg had been given 
the right to enforce the wage re- 
duction notice, posted by him as 
president of the road in December 
last, without giving the men addi- 
tional notice, or hearing further 
from the federal wage board upon 
the matter, is said to have come 
aS a bolt from the blue. 

The following telegram from 
Fitzgerald gives an account of the 
meeting held in that city, and the 
manner in which the men received 
the news of the reduction in wages: 


Hesitate to Use Strike, 


Fitzgerald, February 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The employees of the: Atlan- 
ta, Birmingham and Atlantic rail- 
road will.use every possible means 
to get what they consider fair treat- 
ment at the hands of the operators 
before they will employ the strike, 
but they are prepared to walk out 
as a last. resort if that is the only 
m2ans by which they can maintain 
their present position. 

Such is understood here to be the 
sense of an notin 4 conference held 
by the joint committee representin 
the thirteen brotherhoods affecte 
by Judge, Samuel H. Sibley’s order, 
authorizing Colonel B. L. Bugg, re- 
ceiver of the A., B. & A., to reduce 
wages. 

At the close of the afternoon ses- 
sion a formal request was dispatch- 
ed to Colonel Bugg for a confer- 
ence between the foint committee 
and the receiver of the road to be 
held in Atlanta at 2:30 o’clock Tues- 
day afternoon. The committee re- 
convened at 7:30 o’clock, 8:30 cen- 
tral time, for a night session at 
which Colonel Buge’s answer agree- 
ing to a conference was received 
and word is expected from the na- 
the thirteen 
brotherhoods. 
committee expect to leave Fitsger- 
ald for Atlanta at 12:01 Tuesday 
een to be ready for a confer 
ence with Receiver Burge. 

The meeting of the joint commit- 
tée today was called on February 
23, two days before the receiver- 
shi order which was issued by 
Judge Sibley at the instance of the 
Birmingham Trust and Savings 
company. Its purpose at the time 
it was called was to condense and 
strengthen the case of the employees 
against a wage reduction in antici- 
pation of a conference with the op- 
erators. Such a conference was sug- 
posted by the railway labor board 
n its ruling February 21, when it 
declined to take jurisdiction over 
the wage controversy in its present 
status. 

Morning Sessions. 


At the opening of the morning 
session, which was convened at 
10:30 oclock by Chairman W. . 
Martin, of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, it was decided to 
continue with the original purpose 
of the meeting and strengthen the 
case of the employees in order to 
be ready to protect their interests 
when the United States court, which 
has assumed jurisdiction, calls for 
testimony on a wage reduction. 

The news that Judge Sibley had 
issued an order authorizing Receiv- 
er B. L. Bugg to reduce wages, ef- 
fective March 1, Tuesday, came as a 
bombshell to the committee. They 
had expected the receiver to ask 
for a wage reduction, but had not 
remotely considered the possibility 
that the reduction would be order- 
ed without first taking evidence 
from both sides. 

Shortly after the opening of the 
morning session. before Judge Sib- 
ley’s order came, a committee com- 
posed of J. P. Hogsed, of Atlanta, 
grand vice chairman of the Broth- 
erhood of Clerks and Station BHBm- 
ployees; O. D. Gorman, of Mauk, 
Ga., chairman of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Telegraphers, and’ W. 
D. Cargile, of Manchester, chairman 
of the Brotherhood of Firemen and 
Enginemen, had been authorized to 
issue a statement to the press, the 
sense of which was as follows: 

Statement of Men. 


“We-are confident that the court, 
which has assumed jurisdiction 
over the road’s affairs, will be fair 
and impartial and will follow the 
established precedents, and are well 
satisfied to have our case consid- 
ered in Atlanta. Our case will be 
based on facts, as before, and we 
believe it will stand up in any court 
of law. 

“The grounds on which the op- 
erators of the A., & A. placed 
their case before the railway la- 
bor board in Chicago did not make 
it necessary for us to defend the 
peesens wage scales in order to 

ave the operators thrown out of 
court. We are as well prepared to 
defend ourselves on our own ground 
- we were to rebut the railroad b 
ore.” ' 

The order of the court, however, 
completely changed the complexion 
of the meeting. A recess was taken 
shortly after the news of the court 
order had been given the commit- 
tee by & newspaper reporter at

Soon after it became known that

OGLESBY COMPANY 
CONVICTED ON SUGAR CHARGE 


The Oglesby Grocery company, one 
of the oldest business concerns of its 
kind in Atlanta, was indicted in 
April of last year on specific charges 
of selling sugar to its retail trade 
at 20 cents per pound when author- 
ities claimed the commodity could 
have been sold at a smaller prices 

On the other hand, the Ogelsby | 
company mainta’ned that che -Sugar 
which it sold for 20 cents was at the 
same time costing the concern 25 
cents per pound and that it was 
taking an actual loss in selling at 
20 cents. The company took the 
position that any law which made 
compulsory the sale of any item on 
a basis of cost regardless of re- 
placement value, was in violation of 
sound business principles. 

“We took this position despite the 
fact that we knew that we would 
incur attack by fair price officials 
then functioning,” declared W. A. 
Albright, president of the company. 
“We knéw, however, that we cou.] 
not sell sugar for less 20 cents pir 
pound when it would cost us 25 cents 
to replace the Zoods. For more 
than fifty years we have served. the 
people conscientiously and we: are 
of the opinion that our position at 
that time wae perfectly just and 
reasonable.” 

Hearing of the Oglesby case was 
held in Judge amuel  Sibley’s 
United States district court, and 
a decision of guilty was handed 
down, the case being- immediately 
appealed by the company to the su- 
preme court of the United States, 
which appeal resulted in Monday’s 
decision.

articles of agreement, send a copy of 
the same to the federal land bank 
of the district, accOmpanied by a 
subscription of stock in said federal 
jand bank amounting to five per 
cent of the aggregate amount of 
the loans desired Dy the ten” men 
who organize the national farm- 
loan association, 

These ten men elect not less than 
five directors from their membership 
and also select a secretary-treagurer. 
The board then selct from the ten 
men who désire to organize the na- 
tional farm-loan association what 
is. termed a loan committee, which 
shall consist of three members. 
They forward their application, ar- 
ticles of agreement together with 
their subscription to stock, 
federal land bank jin that district 
which f{sloecated in Colmbia, South 
Carolina for the southeast. The ag- 
gregate amount of loans desired by 
the incorporatiors can not be less 
than $20,000, 

Send Appraiser, 

Then the federal land bank shall 
send an appraiser to investigate 
the solvency and character of the 
applicants and the value of their 
land, and upon receipt of the report 
sbal] determine whether or not in 
their judgenient a charter shall be 
granted to the ten men who de- 
sire to be incorporated, 

The federal land bank of the dis- 
trict in which the National Farm 
loan association is seeking to be 
created shall forward all. articles 
of agreement and the evidence swhb- 
mitted by the ten men to the feds | 
eral farm loan board at ine. fee | 
ton with thelr recommendation. 

If the recomnyendation is favor- 
able, then the federal farm loan 
board shall thereupon grant a char 
ter to the ten applicants, designat- 
ing the territory in which the asso- 
ciation may make loans, and shall 
forward to said ae through 
the federal land bank of that dis- 
trict the charter. 

Upon receipt of the charter au- 
thorizing the establishment of the

ate an industrial commission for the 
administration of the act and to 
prescribe the duties of such com- 
mission. 

The provision of the workmen’s 
compensation act apply to all em- 
ployers of ten or more workmen op- 
erating in the state, except common 
carriers using steam as motive pow- 
er and carriers in intrastate com- 
merce using the same class of pow- 
er. It does not exempt street rail- 
ways using electricity. Employers 
of farm labor are not included in 
the provisions of the act, nor are 
domestic servants provided for. 


Must Obey Provisions. 


All manufacturing coneerns, 
printing offices, banks, merchants, 
workshops, laundries and other con- 
cerns that have an employment iist 
of/ten men are stbject to the act, 
and must obey its provisions or sub- 
ject themselves to the forfeiture of 
their common law\rights in defend- 
ing themselves against efforts of in- 
jured employees to recover damages 
in the courts. 

The act is not obligatory either 
upon the workmen or upon the em- 
ployers, except, as stated above, the 
employers who elect to operate 
without the provisions of the act 
are denied their common law rights. 

The insurance guaranteed em- 
ployees under the workmen’s com- 
pensation act does not entail upon 
the workmen the payment of any 
tax pr premium for the protection, 
the expense of the act being borne 
by the companies writing the in- 
surance. In other words, according 
to the statement of Commissioner 
Stanley, “it is a tax on industry 
2nd not on labor.” 

The act fixes the recompense to 
be paid to injured employees and 
provides for the payment of same. 

Aside from doing away with much 
litigation that now comes to the 
courts as the result of injuries to 
employees, the compensation  acet 
will give the commissioners, 
through exnerience, an insight irto 
the causes of many preventable ac- 
cidents. 

The law does not take into ac- 
count either the negligence of fel- 
ing employees or the negligence of

Washington, February 28.—Ken- 
tucky laws lavying a specia, tax on 
liquors withdrawn from bonded 
warehouses were held invalid to- 
day by the surreme court. Several 
millions of dolinrs in taxes a!ready 
collecte?

The court sustained lower vcourts, 
which had granted an injunction to 
the Kentucky Distilleries and Ware- 
house company and the J. & A. 
Friebert company preventing in- 
terference by the state authorities 
to withdrawals of liquor on which 
the special tax had not been paid. 

The supreme court upheld de- 
crees Of the federal] district court 
for the eastern Kentucky district, 
that the law under which these 
taxes were collected violated both 
the state and federal constitutions. 

The state argued that here was 
ness now,*and that the tax, there- 
fore, could not be considered con- 
fiscatory. 

The opinion ofthe supreme court, 
which was unanimous, was read by 
Justice Brandeis.
